A Family of Millionaires. 
Through the kindness of Mr. J. Ya- 
mamoto,.one of the directors, I have 
been able to spend the greater part of 
today in going through the big office 
buildings of the Mitsui Bussan Kaisha 
here in Tokio, which contain the Mitsul 
Bank and the exporting and mining de- 
Partments of the corporation; and I 
have also visited its big department 
store across the way, which has more 


trade than any dry goods establishment |‘ 


“fn the Far East. Each.of these insti- 
tutions is a story’ in itself. But before 
I give it I want to tell you more about 
this remarkable family. The Mitsui 
house is a joint association, consisting 
of eleven families or partners, who have 
pooled their capital in their joint name 
under the system of unlimited joint lia- 
bility. The bank, for instance, -which 
has a capital of 5,000,000 yen. and a 
surplus of 11,600,000, inserts a state- 
ment in all of its banking advertise- 
ments that it is owned by the members 
of the Mitsu! family, and that they as 
‘partners assume an unlimited responsi- 
bility for all its debts. As a result, the 
people know that ell the wealth of the 
family is back of the bank, and it has 
the highest credit. Its deposits aré now 
about 70,000,000 yen, or almost $35,000,- 
000. 
The same rule prevails as to all the 
- Obligations of the eleven.families. The 
properties are~al] held in common, al- 
though each family may have inde- 
pendent property of its own. In the 
Mitsui establishments, however, there 
is no particular property to which any 
one can enter his absolute claim. The 


institutions are managed by the Mitsu! ’to go abroad to borrow it.

great influence in financial matters. 
The Bankers and the Government. 


Indeed, the Mitsuis are, perhaps, the 
most important element in the Jap- 
anese situation today. It is through 
them arid the other banks and capital- 
ists of note, such as Matsuo, governor 
of the Bank of Japan; Takahashi, of the 
Yokohama -Special bank, and Baron 
Shibusawa that the new policy of re- 
trenchment, economy and reform is 
new being Introduced. Until within a 
few months the country has been man- 
aged by a class of men who knew but 
little of modern business methods. The 
leading officials were apt to look down 


on trade and to consider themselves as 
rather superior to those who were en- 
gaged in it.

ago. This, making the family, and not 
the individual, the head of an institu- 
tion, is in accordance with the social 
organization of Japan. Here the indi- 
vidual is subservient to the family, and 
the rights and obligations of the family 
should outweigh those of any of its 
members, 

This combination of the Mitsuis has 
now ‘lasted for about two hundred 
years. The family has been in business 
longer than that, its ancestry dating 
back to a feudal lord who lived at the 
time of Christopher Columbus, It was 
somewhere along during the days of 
Chaucer and Spencer in Englend that 
Takatoshi, a descendant of this lord, 
bewan to engage in trade. He opened a 
store in Kyoto and established a dry 
goods. business here in Tokio. He sold 
for cash, and also organized a system 
for the collection and remittance of 
money, and it was his son who wrote 
out the family rules which have made 
the fortunes of the house. He also or- 
ganized the first family partnership. In 
this first organization five brothers en- 
gaged to work with their collective cap- 
ital, and this system has continued down 
‘to the eleven branches or partners 
which constitutes the house of today. 
The Financiers of the New Japan. 


The Rothschilds frequently come to 
the assistance of the great governments 
of ®urope. «Their fortune was founded, 
in fact, on money loaned to one of the 
German rulers who appHed to the old 
house at Frankfort. Jay Cocke helped 
Uncie Sam out. during the civil war, 
and President Roosevelt was glad to 
have the assistance of Pierpont Mor- 
gan at the time of the last panic. The 
Mitsuis have occupied even more im- 
portant positions in regard to the new 
Japan. When the emperor was brought 
out of his seclusion’ at’ Kyoto and the 
present era of western civilization be- 
gan the Mitsuis furnished most of the 
money to finance the new government. 
They practically enabled Japan _ to 
bridge over the great crisis which then 
threatened’ the empire both from within 
and without, and their service was so 
valuable that Beron Hachiroemon Mit- 
sui, the present head of the house, was 
made a peer, and all the other part- 
ners wére given titles in acknowledg- 
ment of i. The house today stands

mous loans, and it called in the finan- 
ciers among the business men to advise 
it how to proceed. Through their coun- 
sel the loans were negotiated which 
supplied a large part of the funds for 
the war. Agents were sent to Paris, 
London and New York, and there was 
little trouble in the disposal of the 
bonds. <As the war continued other 
loans were negotiated, and up to the 
time of its close there seemed to be no 
financial trouble in sight. The business 
men were now less regarded and the 
government went on with its expendi- 
tures, not doubting it could get all the 
money it needed. Then a loan was pro- 
posed for the Manchurian railroads. To 
the surprise of the government it was 
only half taken., There seemed to be 
but little demand for these bonds in 
London or New York, and the officials 
were at a loss what to do. In the mean- 
time the representatives of the large 
banking institutions of Paris, London 
and New York had come here to Tokio 
to investigate matterg for themselves. 
They were not satisfied with figures and 
estimates alone. They wanted to look 
at the books and to know just what the 
resources of the government were and 
whether it could, beyond doubt, meet 
all its obligations when they became 
due. They wanted to know whether it 
was advisable for them to invest in 
new bonds, and, “like the man from 
Missouri,” they had to be shown. 

It was in connection with their re- 
port that Japan found difficulty in plac- 
ing further loans, and on this account 
the financiers who represented the live, 
up-to-date banking and industrial inter- 
ests of today have taken a hand with 
the government in putting Japan on a 
solid financial basis. This policy hag 
already been inaugurated, and through 
the advice of such men ag the Mitsuis 
it will be carried out to a successful 
conclusion, ‘ 

In a Big Japanese Bank. 


No one can go through the big bank- 
ing institutions of Tokio without being 
assured of the material prosperity and 
the great resources of this country. 
The building. of the Mitsui Bussan 
Kaisha is surrounded by structures 
which would not seem out of place in 
New York or Chicago. The Bank of 
Japan, an enormous building of gray 
granite, is just over the way. The 
Yokohama Specie Bank is port. Ser 
and al] about are other large ern 
buildings. The Mitsui building is of 
four stories, covering more than an 
acre. It is of red brick and white 
stone and its interior is furnished like 
one of the best office buildings of the 
United States. There are wide halls, 


ibig rooms, Many windows and an abund- 


ance of electric lights. Elevators take 
one from story to story, and there are 
parlors for the directors and all mod- 
ern conveniences. The tidin room of 
the bank is larger than that of any 
bank in, Washington, and as well .fur- 


Inished as that of any in New York. 


As I stood in the gallery and looked 
down wpon the scores of clerks working 
away I was impressed with the enor- 
mous business being done. Money was 
coming in and going out, and I could 
see where the bank gets its deposits 
which now amount to about seventy 
million yen. As I went on through the 
building I seemed to ,be in a govern- 
ment department. There were rooms 
filled with clerks everywhere; and in 


Jone I saw a dozen Japanese gir! ste- 


rographers, who were clicking off their 


jmotes on Japanese typewriters. 


The Mitsal Coal Mines. 
-An interesting branch ef the een | 
. ; ag 
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lishment is the mining department.; In 
this are shown samples of the coal, sul- 
phur, copper, silver and. other ores -being 
mined by this great corporation. There 
are also models of the machinery used 
in the mines, showing how each of the 
larger properties is provided with the 
most improved type of machinery for 
haulage, ventilation and drainage ani 
that everything is done to protect the 
lives of the miners and to maintain a 
uniform output at the lowest expense. 
I saw models of some of the Mitsui coal 
mines near Nagasaki. They are known 
as the Miike mines, and are one of the 
largest of such enterprises in the world. 
There are now six different workings, 
and the annual production is over 1,000, - 
000 tons. The mines have an erea Of 
16,000 acres, and the coal, veins average 
about 8 feet in thickness. This Goal ts 
bituminous and is used for cooking. It 
is regarded as qa standard coal.in the 
Asiatic markets. Another Mitsui prop- 
erty is the Tagawa coal mines, which 
produce the’ best steam coai Of Japan, 
and largely supply the navy and the 
railroads. And another ts the Yamand 
coal, noted for its easy firing and its 
high evaporating power. In addition to 
these coal mines the Mitsuig have silver 
and lead properties, which are turning 
out considerable ore, and they have two 
large sulphut mines. 

They Make Earthquake-Proof Chim- 

neys. 


The Mitsuis have a big engineering 
works here in Tokio, where engines and 
boilers are made, and where they are 
also turning out electrical machinery 
which is noted throughout the Far Bast. 
They are making steel chimneys ana 
railway bridge matertal. Their ates! 
chimneys are said to be earthquake 
proof. This is a very tmportant item. 
Japan has, on the average, an earth- 
quake a day throughout the year, and 
‘hvery now and then a big one. At such 
times the brick chimneys and smoke- 
stacks are the first to fall. They often 
cause great damage, crashing through 
the roofs below. When I was in Japan 
fourteen years ago about one-half of the 
household department of the palace, 
which I was visiting at the time, was 
thrown down and the chimneys flew far 
and wide. I narrowly escaped with my 
life. In that same earthquake the chim- 
neys on the parliament house tumbled, 
making a hole fn the roof as large as 
though the biggest elephant had 
dropped through from the skies. 

The Miteuis and Foreign Trade. 


It would pay some of our big export- 
ing firms to go through the foreign 
trade rooms of the Mitsui house. Thoy 
have a commercial museum which ena- 
bies their clerks and employees to study 
all sorts of raw materials and manufac- 
tured goods. These rooms are some- 
what similar to those of our Philadel- 
phia Commercial museum, and one could 
hardly imagine su®h a collection being 
gotten together by a private company. 
Connected with the museum is a large 
library of up-to-date vooks on textiles, 
cres, mining and manufactures, and the 
clerks are well educated. The Mitsut 
family has its own system of education 
for its employeea. It has set apart a 
fund of 30,000 yen annually to send its 
clerks to China and other countries to 
enable them to acquire the languages

Japat’s Biguest Department Store. 

Leaving the Miteul Busean Kaisha, I 
ry the ——s and went through the 

department store belongi the 
Miteul family. This is by far the nes 
and most complete store in the Japanese 
empire. It has a capital of 1,000,000 
yen, and i dees a daily business of about 
30,000 yen. It je like nothing elee.in 
Japan, and is one of the dest examples 
of how the western movement is cap- 
turing the empire, and aleo of the so- 
lidity of the new institutions. It is 
known as the Mitsui dry gooGs store. 
Marshall Field, who was at the time he 
died worth about $50,000,000, made as 
a storekeeper, never liked the words 
“department store.” He called his big 
establishment a dry goods store. ‘The 
Mitsuis follow the same rule, and that, 
perhaps, because the fortunes of the fam- 
fly were founded on dry goods. As i 
have said, the business wag begun dur- 
ing the sixteenth century—almost a fhun- 
dred years before Boston was founded— 
and it was only a few years later that 
& store was opened right here on the 
site of this big establishment of today. 
After the combination of the five Miteui 
brothers in !723 this store steadily grew, 
and it covered a large area, about one- 
half of whica is } now occupied by the 
(Mitsui fukuten, as the store is called 
toda y. 

The ‘Mitsuis in the past started the 
cash business in Japan, and this new 
store has fixed prices marked on the 
goods. ‘It has cash carriers to take the 
money from one part of the store to the 
other, and also a big mall order depart- 
memt, through which goods are sent to 
all parts of the emptre, and collections 
are made through the postoffices, it 
has automobiles to deliver ite goods 
through the oity, elegant dining rooms 
and resting rooms for its customers and 
special exhibitions of new goods, which 
bring out fashionaDle society. It has a 
photographic department, a picture gal- 
lery, ladies’ dressmaking and tailoring 
establishments and, in fact, almost ev- 
erything found in the best department 
stores in the United States. The bulld- 
ing is of three stories, with wide plate- 
glass windows and a @pacious entrance 
hall. In the center of it are two courts 
roofed with glass, so curtained that just 
the right light can be adrhitted whether 
the day be bright or dark. In these 
courtg are fountains, in the basins of 


are palms rising high into the air. The 
whole of the three stories are carpeted 
with the softest of white matting and 
are filled with Japanese goods of va- 
rious kinds, beauflfully displayed in glass 
cases. 

Shopping in One’s Stocking Fret. 


This dig store, with its vast quantities 
of new goods of all kinds, is supported 
by the Japanese, althoukh it has its de- 
partments intended for foreigners. There 
are about two million people in Tokio 
alone, and the country around is more 
thickly populated than any part of the 
United States. The store is so beautiful 
that.no one would think of entering it 
with muddy shoes, and the Japanese men 
and women all check their shoes and 
umbrelias at the door. I came out of a 
jinrikisha and one of the clerks drew 
over my shoes a pair of soft cloth silp- 
pers, and it was in them that I walked 
through. The matting is as white as a 
tablecloth, and there is not a spot of 
dirt anywhore tO be seen. The store wae 
full of Japanese women and girls 100K- 
ing over goods and going through the 
other operations of shopping just as our 
women do in the United States. Some 
were examining the magnificent obis or 
wide belts, which form the most decora- 
tive part of the Japanese costume; oth- 
ers were looking up etuff for kimonos, 
and others »uyifg shoes, jewelry, pic-

“Have been well founded and the market has 
shown a steady upward tendency throughout 
the month. The recessions have been HNmited 
and temporary, being due purely to profit 
taking which has ‘really kept the market in 
a healthy condition. As the market ad- 
-yances sentiment continues to grow more 
bullish, and notwithstanding the fact that 
prices are now $6 per bale higher than they 
were before the holidays, the trade is still 
bullish and speculation is broadening. 


More than three-fourths of the crop haa/ 


now passed out of the farmers’ hands and. 
the remnant is firmly hela. Domestic con-| 
sumers as well as exporters are still active 
buyers and even should this crop turn out 
13,500,000 bales, it looks probable that every 
Dale would. be in demand. The buying of 
late has come largely from the mill and spot 
people. There has been tremendous profit 
taking by those who bought at a lower 
level, but offerings are well absorbed and 
there are heavy buying orders on every mod- 
erate decline. Without any boom, the dry 
goods trade has steadily improved, and while 
the advance prices in yarns as well as in 
cloth may have a tendency to check busi- 
ness temporarily, there can de no doubt bu. 
that the spinners will eventually be able to 
secure the prices which they are demanding. 

Advices from China indicate that the stock 
ef goods held in that market is not nearly 
so large as was generally pelieved—in fact, 
it begins to appear that the stock of manu- 
factured goods all over the world has been 
greatly exaggerated. Althougn fhe world's 
visible supply of cotton is given as nearly 
three-quarters of a million bales larger than. 
it was at this time last year, the general 
opinion among the best posted authorities is 
that the amount held on plantations is con- 
siderably less owing to the rapidity with 
Which this crop has been :noved. 

All indications point to ‘a’ bad ‘planting’ 
season, and it is freely predicted. that the, 
mext year’s crop is likely to fail considerably 
wnder trade requirements: -‘rhe- damage - from 
thé boll weevil continues to attract attention 
and so far it seems that very litle headway

Ships and small craft f 
every description crowded one another 
for landing places elong the Marina 
(Corso Vittorio: Dmanuelie).

It 
was in one of these buildings that our 
American consulate had its quarters. 
Just above the arina were the beauti- 
ful public gardens, while beyond ‘these 
waa the section of the shore that was 
reserved for bathing pevilions. 

Messina was at all’ times a prosperous 
city—more so than Reggio. Her recor; 
show that in epite of the fact that hun- 
dreds of emigrants left her port every 
year her population wag steadily in- 
creasing; mainly Dy: ration from 
other parts of Italyi This was probacly 
due, to a great extent, to her large and 
excellent. harbor and her commanding 
position on the strait, which made her 
the connecting link between sicily and 
the mathland.

Many overwrought villains of the 
past, if they were alive now, would be 
subjected to a rest-cure, which, though 
it could not turn them into good men, 
might make their villainy less irra- 
tional and dangerous. The worst ty~- 
rants of the middie ages and the re- 
na ce, the worst Roman emperors. 
seem to ue incomprehensible monsters 
of iniquity, men who did evil for the 
love of it. We should understand them 
better if. we considered how likely 
their way of living was to disorder 
their nerves. No doubt Nero, even if 
he had been brought up in the most 
modern way, taught from a child to 
take an interest in nature and to eat 
only the most wholesome thngs, would 
never have been a very useful or 
Pleasant person. But he might have 
been a harmless faddist or an innocent 
if undistinguished miner poet. 

As fit was, he was the master of the 
world, with no one to prevent him from 
eating and drinking what he chose or 
from taking whatever other unwhole- 
some pleasure he was inclined to. No 
doubt he exceeded in everything, and 
suffered from extreme irritability in 
consequence, Unfortunately. he could 
indulge his irrtability without re- 
etraint. If, when he felt cross of a 
morning, he ordered a senator to die, 
the senator did die, and he heard no 
more of it. Moreover, there was al- 
ways fear to work upon a tyrant’s 
nerves; and some emperors became ty- 
rants because of that fear. Domitian 
was a martyr to it, though a good man’ 
of birsiness. If he were a stock broker 
of today no doubt he would werry him. 
self incessantly about the state of the 
markets, and every: one would pity him 
for his nervousness. .As he was a 
Roman emperor, we think of him as a 
sinister villain, who killed men for the 


hea rege of it. 


We often hear talk of that terrible 
taedium vitae from which Roman no- 
bles suffered. We should call it nerves 
now; and our dootors would prescribe a 
etrict diet amd a course of golf or gar- 
dening for it. But the Roman noble dia 
not know how to treat it. He made a 
feast, and drank deep and fast, and 
crowned himself with flowers; and the 
next morning must have felt it worse 
than ever. But since he was a Roman 
moble he is a romantic figure to us and 
not a mere sufferer from our modern 
disease of overstratin.

cial.)\—By enactment of the legislature, 
firmly established in a ruling of the 
supreme court, no citizen of Alabama, 
be he officer or private, bond or free, 
can, without subjecting himself to a 
heavy fine, carry a firearm of less than 
24 inches in length off his own prem- 
ises. The test case before the courts 
involved an officer of the law who had 
been fined $25 for having a gun of less 
proportions, and who pleaded that he 
had to carry it in order to execute his 
crders as an officer. 

The Alabama law that has thus been 
sustained was introduced at the extra 
session of the legislature by Colonel 
Sam Will John, of Jefferson, after Dills 
to s@ppress the “pistol toter” by Sen- 
ators Evans Hisnon, of Lowndes, and 
Herbert Reynolds, of Bibb, and several 
representatives had failed to pass. 
Colonel John had tried to help hig col. 
league, H. B. Urquhart, of Jefferson, to 
secure passage of a bill to this end, 
and both had failed, so he went out 
with the long-barrel idea, and made 
good. . 

‘“T am gBlad the test Case came On an 
officer of the law,” said Colonel John, 
when told of the action of the supreme 
court. “This is a class of men sworn 
to uphold the law, but who have done 
everything possible in this instance to 
keep from observing it. They have 
openly violated the act from the first, 
and have made every effort to discredit 
its provisions. I am doubly pleased 
that one of the number has been the 
first to fall] under its punishment. It 
should have a good effect on the rest 
of the people, showing that, after the 
most severe test, the act has estab- 
lished its right to a place among the 
best of our legal provisions.” 

Many Arms Prohibited. 


While a man may have arms of less 
than the preacribed length on his own 
premises, he cannot carry them off. 
Neither can he deal in them in every 
way. Section |! says: “That any persons 
who sells or barters any pistol of less 
than 24 inches in length of barrel, or 
eny brass knucks, metallic knucks, 


t'irk, slungshot, Bowte knives or knife 
St like kind, must, on conviction, be 
fined not less than $100 nor more than 
$1,000, and may be sentenced to hard 


than three months.” 

In order to render the act all the 
more effective, section 2 makes it a 
felony to carry any of the proscribed 
arms or weapons, saying: “Any person 
who has possession off his premises of 
any of the weapons named in the first 
section of this act must, on conviction, 
be fined not lesg than $25 nor more 
than $500, and may also be sentenced 
tc hard labor for not less than one nor 
more than three months.” 

Colonel John says that the bill wags 
drawn in line with a decision of the 
supreme court Made several] years ago, 
in which it is shown that the state had 
a right to restrain and reguiate the 
carrying of arms. This decision is foli- 
lowed by Justice McClelland, whe 
holds that the lawful arms are such ag 
to afford every constitutional protec- 
tion to the officers of the law as well 
as the citizens. “We were sure of our 
ground,” said the colonel, “before we 
allowed the bill to pass. The courts 
had made it very plain that arms come 
under the class of things that can be 
regulated, and there is no sort of dan- 
ger of the law failing in any court of 
the land.” ’ 

Will Disregard the Law. 


To be frank, there is not now, and) 
probably will not be, any effort to 
keep the law among the officers of the 
state. It is generally, understood that 
the act was largely to control the 
vicious negroes who had grown into 
the habit of having a pistol as regu- 
larly—probably more so-—as a shirt. 
Officers say that they would never get 
a prisoner with so long an arm, and 
also assert that such a weapon would 
be absolutely. useless in a close place, 
where they not infrequently find theia. 
selves.

Not the whining, grudging kind that lays forcible blackmail, on 
your sympathies. Not the aimless sing-song of the blind beggar, 
who gives you quiet and an easy conscience for ten or twenty-five 
cents. Not the hypocritical fiction of the professional mendicant, 
whom you dismiss impatiently with a half-certainty of his lies. Not 
the sanctimonious almsgiving that buys a temporary comfortable 
glow which beguiles you into forgetting the removable cause of it all. 

Rather are we speaking of that broad, underlying charity, as the 
term is modernly understood. It rises into’ being-at the call of want, 
sickness, vice and,crime. The problem, with these four phases, is para- 
sitical. It takes toll of the public and private purse, of public and 
private efficiency. It presses its local aspects upon men and women 
in Atlanta whose consciences will not condone evasion. 

The Associated Charities is Atlanta’s clearing house for scien- 
tific philanthropy. We wish earnestly we could find some term that 
would more efficiently indicate its constructive and administrative 
role. It must suffice to say that this organization is-fulfilling -the 


| twentieth century definition of charity. 


And that is—relief first, and then—CURE! 

Its achievement and efficacy are proven!. 

It has 700 members, who pay an annual fee of $5 each. 

It imperatively needs another 1,000 members to carry on its 
recreative, non-denominational work. 

The purpose of this editorial is to rouse its directors, the minis- 
ters and people of Atlanta to a campaign which shall insure the 
consummation of the project. 

To that end The Constitution opens its columns freely and with- 
out stint; the philanthropy of Atlanta must do the rest. 

‘The charity of yesterday was all heart and no head. It was as 
often destructive as constructive. With the most benign, the most 
beautiful of intentions, it frequently eventuated in cruelty, injustice, 
the misinvestment of sympathy and the defeating of its own ends. 
It encouraged mendicancy. It fostered lying and hypocrisy. Directly, 
it stimulated pauperism. Indirectly, it abetted vice. Through inad- 
vertence, it recruited the ranks of the criminal. It impeded the re- 
formative efforts of society. It brutally afflicted the actually deserv- 
ing object, and pampered the ingrate and incorrigible parasite. 

The charity of today—the Associated Charities brand—reasons 
from effect to canse. It has first a heart, then a brain; it utilizes them 
in equal ratio. It views the man who begs for bread or clothing as 
the symptom of a disease. Without delay, it relieves the symptom; 
then it searchés, painstakingly and with infinite patience, for the 
disease. If it cannot remove the latter, its violence is at least miti- 
gated. After it has stifled the clamor of hunger and nakedness, it 
seeks to place the victim where he will be able to protect himself 
from these fundamental foes. It does not bludgeon self-respect with 
a dole; it does not crush manhood and hope and self-reliance with a 
pittance.

Churches, organizations and individuals 
joined in a sublime rivalry to mitigate the lot of the unfortunate. If 
any man, woman or child went hungry, cold or poorly clad, it was 
not for lack of vigilance and breadth of liberality. When the stress of

reduced into “something approaching order, significant discoveries 
were made. 

‘Through absence of system and the open-handed impulse to 
relieve, charity had been duplicated and triplicated over and again. ; 
It was found that uriscrupulous professional beggars, men, women 
and children, had traded on the situation outrageously. Obtaining 
enough aid from one church or organization to meet the needs. of the 
‘moment, they muleted another source, sometimes two or three, in 
‘similar proportion. It is even on record that in some instances they 
satisfied their own wants, and peddled at a profit the food, clothing 
and coal-that sympathy and an artful tale had extorted beyond their 
legitimate requirements. Any amount of waste and incalculable 
vicious impulses were traceable to the slack management of that 

These revelations gave birth to the Associated Charities in the 
spring of 1905. It was ‘launched as a non-partisan, non-denomina- 
tional organization. 
November I, 1907,-to January I, 1909, 333 tubercular patients applied 
for and were given free treatment, exclusive of cases already under 
supervision. 

It has been instrumental in establishing the present probation 
system for inebriety and for juvenile offenders. The city has the

In pursuing these methods, it does not disburse cash lavishly nor 
make an appeal for indiscriminate charity. It seeks the applicant’s 
relatives, neighbors, friends or religious associates, whether by tele- 
phone, letter or telegram, and lays the entire case before them. It 
may interest one church or one synagogue. It may interest a secret 
or fraternal order. It may interest any one or more of the woman’s 
| organizations of Atlanta. It may approach an individual citizen’ of 
high or low degree. Discretion and judgment are the keynotes. 
Whatever service is necessary for the applicant, those who should 
legitimately consider his need are given the opportunity to develop 
the spirit of neighborliness and the human kindness that knows no 
creed.

DEATH OF DR. JOHN W. HEIDT.

TREES SCARCE AS DIAMONDS. 


In his address to the recent annual convention of the American Forestry 
Association, Secretary of Agriculture Wilson declared that, “the time is com 
ing in this country when trees will be as scarce as diamonds unless imme- 
diate steps are taken to preserve our forests.” 

In his anxiety to stress the urgency of the situation, Mr. Wilson was, 
perhaps, led into hyperbole. Even at our present furious and unthinking 
rate of denudation, it is improbable that the grandchildren of the coming 
generation would be forced to set the value on trees that civilization now 
sets upon the most precious of stones. 

This does not argue against the imperative need of forest preservation. 
‘ghe Appalachian reservation project is again fighting for its life with con- 
gress, in an attempt to bring to a successful conclusion the crusade that fell 
by the wayside at the last session. 

The movement should have the unqualified support of the people and 
their legislative representatives. The only arguments against it are sophis- 
tical, hair-splitting or acaademic. The best argument for it, is that unless it 


is brought to maturity in time, the south of the near future will forfeit its 
agricultural supremacy, its climate will be altered radically for the worse and 
its invaluable assets of water-power struck a fatal blow at their source. 
That is the nutshell case for reservation of forests. It admits of no 
rejoinder and it lays a palpable duty upon congress. Incidentally, as Secre- 
tary Wilson observes, the duty does not end or begin with our law-makers.

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JOURNAL OF: LABOR ON 
PRESIDENT ROOSEVELT 


(From 'The Atlanta Journaleof Labor.) 

It is to be sincerely regretted that 
President Roosevelt and the congress 
are at outs in these, the last days, of 
the Roosevelt administration. 

And though sincerely admiring Mr. 
Roosevelt, we fee] constrained to believe 
that his sercret service message to con- 
gress was unhappily expressed, and 
though not intended by him, did, never- 
theless, ‘by reasonable inference and in- 
nuendo, contain unwise ‘and unéortunate 
reflections upon that body. 

His explanatory message, however, 
should have been accepted by congress 
as an amende honorable, and the subse- 
quent action of the house in the nature 
of a rebuke was uncalled for and 4 
gross injustice. 

Regarding the Tillman embrogilio, we 
think the president's position unassail- 
able. 

Contrary to news diepatches, and hence 
present current popular belief, Mr. 
Pposevelt did not set secret service 
sleuths upon the tracks of Senator Till- 
man; the investigation which ‘Drought 
about the exposure of Senator Tillman's 
peculiar and questionable relations con- 
cerning his efforts to obtain certain tim- 
ber lands for himself and various mem- 
bers of his family, was instituted Dy 
the postoffice department, in due course 
of the business affairs of such depart- 
ment in the discovery of frauds in the 
postal service, and Mr, Roosevelt had not 
been advised of what had taken place in 
that behalf until January 4, a few days 
before he sent fn his Tillman message. 

President Roosevelt has plainly stated 
(which has not been denied) that never 
during his entire administration of seven 
years had he ever diretted secret espion- 
age upon the movements or actions of 
any member of either branch of con- 
gress. 

We would deplore old world méthods 
of the executive prying and spying upon 
officials and private citizens alike where 
no man’s reputation or liberty is safe, 
and which found its most detestadie 
manifestaffon and infamy under Napo- 
leon and Fouche, 

And while two senators and ‘three 
members of the house of representatives 
were duly found guilty of felonies,.and 
sentenced to the penitentiary, regarding 
the same public land stedling in the far 
west during President Roosevelt's ad- 
and while congressmen 
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should ever be held ‘amenable to the 
laws, yet a general system of secretly 
dogging their footsteps and prying upon 
their actions would tend to lower the 
dignity and impair the usefulness of that 
great co-ordinate branch of the govern- 
ment to such an immeasurable extent 
as to outweigh the infrequent, ésolatea 
oases of criminalftty on the part of 
members of the congress, even though 
such crimes should remain undiscovered. 

But whatever of just criticism may de 
directed at the president concerning 
these matters which have given rise to 
the great hullabaloo at Washington, a 
such criticisms cannot substantially dim 
the glory or tarnish _the fame of Theo- 
dore Roosevelt.

.' Cy Young in Demand. 
‘Its not @ little surprising that haf 
@ Gozen dig league teams shoulg be 
willing to take Olid Cy Young into the 
fold in case Boston showld decide to 
ask waivers on him. One would think 
that surely the old boy was by now at 
least at the end of his usefulness. But 
not only are they willing to take him 
to their bosoms, they are even eager 
to get him at the very biggest kind of 
figures. President Hedges, of St. Louis, 
is reported to have said that he would 
Offer $10,000 for the “‘Old Reliable,” 
which ts going a few. The question 
Maturally arises, how can Young, at his 
“age, be worth for the remainder of his 
possible career that sum of money as 
a ball player? 

Well, in spite of his age, it is the con- 
sensus of opinion among» good judges 
that Cy has many a good filing still left 
in that strong right arm of his, and that 
be is due to win many and many a hard- 
fought game before he finalfy passes 
out. Games from the pitcher's point of 
view @re not won on speed and curves 
and arm strength alone, but often and 
largely on head work, and Cy’s long 
experience and head work pull him 
through oftener than does the swing of 
his arm. No matter what his age, no 
one has yet said there is any impair- 
ment of his mental powers, no signs of 
softening of the cerebral tissue as yet, 
and with the care that Young takes of 
himeelf there is little likelihood of any- 
thing of that sort taking place for the 
next decade at least. 
 dmeother point the other major league 
presidents probably take into consid- 
eration ig that Young is a great draw- 
ing_card, one of the greatest in the 
business. An old-timer like that, a man 

‘who has been popular with the masses 
and has done good, work in his time 
finds his reputation growing and his 
popularity increasing as the years roll 
by. John L. Sullivan can and does 
draw full houses to this very day, 
wherever he appears. Probably Mr. 
Dovey, too, realizes that Young is a 
great drawing card, and that is an 
added reason why he is not at all anx- 
lous to part with him. 

Finally, Cy’s steady life and habits 
are a shining example to the young new 
men of any team, and the force and in- 
fluence of his example would be worth 
considerable in cold cash to any man- 
ager. He would be an inspiration to a 
whole team, while his vast experience 
would render him valuable as a confi- 
dential adviser to any manager in the 
business. Considering these factors, it 
is not so difficult to understand why 
managers should consider that Cy is 
etill worth a small fortune. Surely this 
case should serve as an incentive to all 
young ball players te take none but the 
best of care of themselves, to decide 
them to always give to their employers 
their honest best, and to so conduct 
themeelves ever in the eyes of thé public 
and their own profession as to merit the 
kindest of words and the highest of 
opinions, when their days will surely 
be long on the land and in the business 
which they have made their chosen 
calling. 

What to Do With Our Ex-Managers. 


Reports have it that Pop Anson is in 
a@ bad way financially and that he hard- 
ly knows which way to turn to get on 
his feet again. This comes as some- 
what of a surprise, for it is well known 
that Anson was well fixed for a good 
many years after giving up the na- 
tional game. But now that ne is un- 
doubtedly in trouble, the question as 
once apises, among his friends, and they 
Aare legion, what can be done to help 
him over his difficulties. A _ benefit 
game of baseball was suggested some 
time ago by his big league friends, but 
Pop would not hear to it; he wants no 
man’s charity. As he still retains his 
health and strength, we will agree that 
this was the proper stand to take and 
that there was no false pride in the de- 
cision whatever. He is willing and 
able to work, he says, and all he wants 
is to be given the work to do. 

Now comes one Charles Murphy, who, 
by the way, has done more than one 
fine thing since his first connection with 
organized baseball, and suggests that 
Pop be given a place to be specially 
created for him, the duties of which 
ehalil consist of exercising a general 
power of supervision over the National 
League umpires. His duties would in- 
clude traveling from place to place and 
observing carefully the work of the en- 
tire staff, listening to complaints, and 
aiding generally in making the games 
pull off smoothly over the entire cir- 
cuit. 

No one can have any doubt but that 
this is a very fine suggestion. It would 
be not orfly a position that would aid 
Anson, and one on which he could re- 
fiect the greatest credit, but also one 
which would be of very material value 
‘to the league in its operation. True, 
the president of a league might do this 
work, and in the smaller leagues he 
often does, but in the cases of the big 
league presidents they have a great 
many tasks which take up their time 
and attention almost to the exclusion 
of any time for work of this character. 
As @ matter of fact, Angon could fulfil 
the duties and functions of such a po- 
gition quite as well as any league pres. 
ident, while, of course, it is to be 
doubted whether he could perform some 
_of the other functions of the presidents 
quite as well as they do. Therefore, it 
would seem to be a very logical di- 
vision of labor which should assign to 
“him the task of overlooking the um- 
pires, thereby letting the league presi- 
dents have more time to give to the 
‘remaining duties of their offices. 

This would be a splendid method of 
pensioning off our worthy and capable 
exsmanagers, or any others who had 
rendered excellent service in their day 
and time, and who in their declining 
years find themselvee without means of 
support. The same question comes up 
in teaching and many other profes- 
sions which do not always net enough 
to enable one to lay by sufficient for 
the bad weather which so often comes 
late in life. The creation of guch a 
position would not provide for all who 
are needy and deserving, or may be- 
come so, but ft ig a step in that direc- 
tion, and would be,of great benefit to a 
few at least. It is sincerely to be hoped 
that the National League will see its 
way clear to act favorably on Mr. Mur. 
phy’s suggestion.

BASEBALL RELICS 
OF BYGONE DAYS 


What is believed to be the oldest baseball! 
in the world will be shipped to Garry Herr- 
mann, chairman of the national commission, 
by Ed Laughlin. It was used November §&, 
1865, in a game played at Williamsport, Pa., 
for the state championship, which ended 61 
to 86, in favor of Williagssport. 


Reensininedl 

The claim in the above dispatch. given 
national circulation, is disputed by The Wil- 
Mamgsport, Pa., Bulletin, which says: 
‘When Garry Herrmann, chairman of the 
national commission, recetves the PDaseball 
sent him from Jackson, Miss., and supposed 
by the gender to be the oldest baseball in 
the world he will still be a little short of 
that prize. ... Major W. P. Clarke, the 
sporting editor of The Gazette and Bulletin, 
is the owner of the baseball used in the game 
at Troy, September 109, 1865, nearly two 
months fwarlier than the ball shipped to 
Herrmann. The score of the game was WiIl- 
liamsport $1, Keystone, of Troy, 24. He is f 
also the owner of the ball used in the game 
played at Brie, July 4, 1866, when the 
Williamsport defeated the Excelsior team, 
of Erie, by a score of 48 to 2M. In these 
early days of baseball the winning club took 
the ball as a trophy, had it gfided and 
the place, date and socre painted on each 
trophy. These ol@ basebalis are of the live 
variety and the covers are made in one 
piece.”*

President Dovey, of the Boston Nationals, 
has dug out a trunk of trophies a gilded 
ball, bearing the inscripfion, ‘‘Athietics v. 
Excelaiors, of Brooklyn, October 11, 1665; 
45 to 11.’’ The ball was presented to Mr. 
Dovey by Fred Tenney, whe got ft from one 
of the old Athletic playérs, The chances are 
that A. J. Reach has among fie trophies of 
the. national game a baseball antedating 
the one mentioned above. 


An Emporia, Kan., man named Wiihfte 


comes to the front with the claim that he , 


has the oldest existing ball. Thig reéilo, 
which ie covered with gilt, sears the fnecrip~ 

‘Won from the Tri-Mountain Club, 
September 9, 1858, Boston. Score, Portland 
#7, Tri-Mountain 43."’ The ball was given 
Mr. Wilhtte for his curio collection by Josh 
Waterhouse, who, ir the earty days, wes one 
of the leading fans in Boston. 


Since the above was written another arn- 
thentic old ball has beer unearthed night 
here in Philadeiphia. This pall was used In 
@ game played at Philadepihia, as per the 
inscription, “M. B. B. C. Won from the 
Continental B. B. C., Nowember &, 1660. 
Score, 41 to 12,’" on the ball. The Mercantile 
baseball club was ‘a great shub in its day 
and was only exceeded in age by the 
famous Olympic club. The Merrantile club 
was organized December 17, 18659, as a social 
organization, with baseball, as it was then 
played, as the chief pastime of the mem- 
bers. The old ballisthe property of Mesars. 
H. H. and W. R. Eallison, sons of Mr. W. P. 
Diljeon, who played first base on the Mer- 
cantile club’s team, and wes algo an eéx- 
president of the famous club. The authenti- 
city of this ball, at least, is therefore not 
to be doubted.—Editor Sporting Life, Phila- 
deiphia. ,

Death Results From Attack of| 


Heart Failure 


FOUR SONS IN U.S. ARMY 


Funeral Arrangements of Rev. 
John W. Heidt Will Be An- 
nounced Later—Was Highly 
Honored by Methodists of 
Georgia. 


Rev. John W. Heidt, one of the most 
prominent and widely beloved Methodist 
ministers in the state, who resided at 
Ponce de Leon Springs, died at hig resi- 
dence yesterday afternoon at 3 o’clock 
of heart failure and acute indigestion, 
after an illness of some ten days. Fu- 
neral arrangements have Been withheld 
pending the arrival of relatives. The 
body was placed in charge of the Bar- 
clay & Brandon Company. 

John W. Heidt was born in Macon, 
Ga., in the year 1841. fHe entered Emory 
college while a young man and after 
graduation, in 1858, took a course in law 
at the University of Georgia, graduating 
with the class of 1860. Admitted to the 
bar, he was made solicktor of the Sa* 
vanneh circuit, but gave up law in @ 
short while and joined the Georgia con- 
ference. In 1866 he went with the 
north Georgia division of the confer- 
ence, when the North and South Georgia 
conferences separated. 

Was Well-Known Educator. 


In 1860, Dr. Heidt was chosen presi- 
dent of the LaGrange Female college, 
at LaGrange, Ga., which position he held 
for five years. He then accepted the 
position of regent of Southwestern yuni- 
versity, at Georgetown, Tex., serving 
there a number of years. From !1877- 
i880, he was pastor of frinity church. 
Returning from Texas, he again filled 
this pastorate for a year. 

for years he was recretary of the 
North Georgia conference, which posi- 
tion he held at the time of his death. 
In 1894 he -went as delegate to the 
conference at Memphis, and 
Wag secretary of the conference, in 
1902 he went in the same capacity to 
Dallas, and in 1906 to Birmingham, at 
both places acting as secretary. 

Dr. Heidt was president of the doard 
of trustees of Rhinehart Norma] school, 
at Waleska, Ga., and contributed much 
to the growth of the school. He was 
also a trustee of Wesleyan Female col- 
dege, Of Macon. 

- Was Sergeant in Civil War. 


At the outbreak of the civil war the 
memibers of the law class of the Uni- 


versity of Georgia determined to enter ) 


the war. Dr. Heidt was made second 
lieutenant. The little band was dis- 
suaded from-its purpose, however, and 
the members dispersed and enlisted un- 
der their home banners, Dg. Heidt going 
to Savannah and entering the Chatham 
Artillery, of which he was a sergeant, 
In the latter part of 1863 he was given 
a commission by Governor Joe Brown 
and Jeft the army to assume the solici- 
torship of the ciroutt. 

For two years—!902-03—Dr. Heidt was 
business manager and assistant e.Mor 
of the Wesleyan Christian Advocate. 
At the ‘time of his death he was prestd- 
ing elder of the Augusta district. 

Dr. Heltdt had many friends throughout 
the estate and south who will be grieved 
to learn of hig death. Outside of the 
clergy he was well known and greatly 
beloved. 

Dr. Heidt is survived by his wife, Mrs. 
Bliza Heidt; by a brother, Daniel Heidt, 
o? Guyton, Ga., and by two sisters, Mrs. 
J. S&S. Jordan, wife of J. 8. Jordan, of 
tne South Georgia conference, affa Mrs. 
Jack Shearouse, of Savannah. His only 
daughter is Mrs. Andrew Calhoun, and 
his sons are John V., James V., Gray- 
son V.. Guilelmus V. and Bmanuel ‘V. 
Heidt. 

James V. Hetdt is captein of the Tenth 
infantny, United States army, wfth head- 
quarters at Indianapolis, Ind; Grayson V.

All of her passengers, including 211 
in the steerage, were transferred three 
hours after the accident to the Italian 
steamer Florida, bound from Naples to 
New York, but the officers and crew

Wireless Calls for Aid. 


Wireless telegraphy played an import- 


‘ @nt part In the accident to the Repub- 

: He, for it summoned about her, in a 
few hours, a fleet of three large ocean 
liners—La Lorraine, of the French 
Line; the Baltic, of the White Star 
Line, and the Cunarder Lucania. 

It is apparent that the Florida must 
have been’ between thirty or forty miles 
off her course in being anywhere near 
the Republic, as the eastbound and 
westbound steamer lines here are that 
distance apart, 

As s00n as the Republic had been 
Struck and the extent of the damage 
had become known, wireless calls for 
assistance were sent broadcast over the 
Atlantic. All vessels within range 
were asked to hasten to the scene. 

The call for help was first recorded on 
land at the Charlestown navy yard at 
& o'clock this forenoon. It said: 

“To Revenue Cutter Gresham, Bos- 
ton: Steamer Republic in distress and 
sinking, latitude 40.17, longitude 70, 
twenty-six miles southwest of Nan- 
tucket.”’ 

_Caught Flying Messages. 


The Gresham was not at the navy 
yard, but intercepted the appeal in 
Provincetown harbor. She started !m- 
mediately for Nantucket. Other wire- 
less apparatus also caught the flying 
message and in a. short time the cutter 
Acushnet was on her way out from 
Woodshole; the Mohawk, another reve- 
«Rue cutter, had started from New Bed- 
ford, and the Seneca had been ordered 
out from New London, Conn. 

The Mohawk soon ran aground, while 
the Acushnet did not get outsidejlof tne 
Vineyard sound, and later came back 
to assist another vessel] in distress. lin 
the meantime the Baltic and La Lor- 
raine, both of which had passed the Re- 
Public a few hours earlier, and were 
‘speeding inte New York, heeded the cal] 
for assistance and put about. 

The Lucania, which was to the east- 
ward of Nantucket lightship, also press- 
ed on to the assistance of the Repubiic. 

Republic Absolutely Helpless. 


The collision, being amidships, almost 
immediately flooded the engine room ‘of 


the Republic, and, of:course, rendered 
her absoluteyl helpless. Fortunately, 
her wireless equipment was well sup- 
plied with storage batteries, and these 
were used for more than six hours, un- 
til they gradually became exhausted, 
After that,

How Ship Was Kept Afion t. 


The prompt closing of the Republic's 
water-tight compartments, which kept 
her afloat, and undoubtedly saved the 
lives of many of those on board. Late 
in the afternoon it was learned from 
the Baltic that these compartments were 
Still holding the vessel above water, but 
that the bulkheads and compartment 
doors were under @ fearful strain, and 
likely to give way at any moment. 

Notwithstanding this, the crew 
clung by the ship, in the hope that the 
Baltic or the Lucania and perhaps the 
La Lorraine would come alongside and 
take them off. 

The Republic is 579 feet long, 
feet beam, and had a draught of 24 
feet. She registered 15,378 tons gross, 
and is equipped with twin screws, giv- 
ing her a speed of 16 knots. She is 
fitted with a single funnel, and with 
four masts. :

reported to the full committee, I will 
insist that a provision for reasonable 
fines for mail delays shall be included 
in the bill.” 

Clay Is Indignant. 

Senator Clay was very active a year 
ago in attempting to correct the evil 
of mail delays, and waged a vigorous 
fight to have the ffnes for delays made 
even more severe. “When this bill 
comes before the senate for action, I 
will. use every effort to have this pro- 
vision put back on,” said the senator. 
“There is a sentiment in the committee 
that railroads should not be fined for 
delays, as i: is chaimed the railroads 
find it impossible to maintain thelr 
schedules with unvarying regularity, 
The old law provided, however, that 
there should be no fines unless a train 
was late as often as ten times in a quar- 
ter. It seams to me that is reasonable 
enough. I will urge strongly that this 
provision be incorporated fn the bill. 
The opposition, too, may again. be 
strong enough to defeat it, but I will 
use every effort to have it passed.” 


Lenient to the Roads. 


It has been thought the department 
was too lenient in the past in permitting 
railroads to make excuses and escape 
legal fines. Hereafter there will be no 
fines at all.

in law for such fines. 
While several southern congressmen

No Good, Anyhow. 


When asked about tne matter today, 
John W. Heollyday, chief clerk to Sec- 
on Assistant Postmaster General Stew- 
art, stated that the department believed 
fines had not accomplished anything, 
anyhow. 

“The railroads make their schedules 
when they can. and when they can- 
not, fines do not make it easier for 
them to overcome adverse conditions. 
When the provision for fines was 
stricken from the law, the postmaster 
general issued an order relieving the 
railroads from making detailed state- 
ments of mail debkays and detentions.” 


Rallroads Rejoice. 


Naturally there is rejoicing in. rail- 
read offices. The order was received 
with great gatisfaction by railroad of- 
ficilals who have long insisted that the 
demands made upon them were unrea- 
sonable. 

The object of congress in passing the 
law providing for fines for the year 
erding June 30, 1908, was that it would 
help to improve the service if delin- 
quencies were penalized. The railroad 
people claimed that it was a hardship; 
that if they were unable to operate 
trains on schedule time to meet the de- 
mands of the public and take care ot 
Ordinary traffic, which provided 98 per 
cent of ita revenues, they could not be 
expected to do so for the mail service, 
which provided only 2 per cent. 

There were handled in the mails 
transported by rail last year 21,650,- 
649,745 pieces of mail. Of this num- 
ber 36,656,361 were illegibly addressed. 
Addresses were corrected or letters re- 
turned to the sender tn 18,968,636 pieces 
of mail, .

LIVES SEVENTEEN YEARS 
WITH HIS NECK BROKEN 


Apoplexy Causes the Death of 
Frank Carter—Witnesses 
Are Discharged. 


Coroner Donehoo held an inquest yes- 
terday over the body of Frank Oarter, 
@ged 60 years, the penslIoned soldier 
of thé United States army, who fell and 
broke his neck in his room, 120% White- 
hall street Friday night, at 7 o'clock, 
and who died at the Grady hospital 
three hours later. The jury returned a 
verdict of death from apoplexy, and the 
two witnesses, J. D. Cottingham and 
Charles Stewart, two. collectors, who 
had been detained by the police, were 
Wischarged without suspicion resting 
upon them. 

It developed at the inquest that Carter 
had broken his neck seventeen years 
ago, and though the accident left an 
ugly protusion on his neck, the wound 
had caused him little trouble in the 
years that followed. In the fall Friday 
night, following the stroke of apoplexy, 
his head struck the arm of a chair, 
breaking the neck-bone in the old place. 
Cottingham and Stewart were in the 
room at the time, and after lifting Car- 
ter on his bed, tried to summon a doc- 
tor, but Carter told them that he had 
broken his neck before, and that he 
would soon be all right. Three hours 
later he grew worse, and was taken to 
the hospital, where he died in ten min- 
utes. 

The deceased was a member of Schil- 
ler lodge of Odd Fellows, who will have 
Charge of the funeral. The services will 
be conducted at Harry G. Poole’s pri- 
vate chapel tomorrow afternoon at 4 
o'clock. Interment will be in Oakland 


cemetery.

METHOD OF CONCENTRA- 
TION. 


The ore is concentrated by 
gravity process. The ore is under 
the absolute control of the oper- 
ator from the time it enters the 
machine until it is disposed of by 
the operator. Under this process 
the ore is not supposed to be re- 
duced by the first treatment. 
When the ore or material is fed

The oratorio is more popularly ap- 
peeling in the style, or, more properly 
speaking, the quality of fts music, than 
gre many other of the greatest ora- 
tonios, Mendelssohn having been swayed 
by. the influences which made the ro- 
mantic school, and so audiences which 
might De chilled or, at least, unstirred 
by the majestic, but often cold diguity 
of Haendel’s ‘‘Messiah,’’ for instance, 
find that which reaches greater depths 
of their feeling in “St. Paul.” 

The oratorio has probably never been | 
sung in Atlanta, but there are four fa- 
mous arias which are familar to all 
echurch-goers who seek good music.

Quality of the Performance. 


Mr. Marshbank presented, several 
years ago, with the assigtance of a 
large chofr, an excellent performance 
of the “Messiah,” and his abiNty as a 
conductor, which rests on a basis of 
broad musical culture, is well known. 
His opportunity as conductor at the

The chairman of the Mbrary commit- 
tee reports under three heads: 

First. The maintaining of libraries 
in small towns, or even ih large towns, 
where mo public libraries exist—Ac-| 
worth, Bainbridge, Cartersville, Cal-| 
houn, Covington, Dawson, Dublin, 
Kingston, Fort Valley, Tifton, Thomas- 
ville, Norcross, Valdosta and Woodbury 
are thus favored. Cartersville, Tifton 
and Woodbury have, in addition to the 
free library, a system of traveling 
cases, which are passéd through the 
counties by means of the club members 
for the county schools. Many of the 
stamdard magazines afte also used in 
this way. Efforts are now on _ foot, 
which will show several new free libra- 
ries by next convention. 

Second. The furnishing of books for 
the county schools, either through the 
county commissioner or difectly to the 
schools applying for aid. Athens, Dal- 
ton, Augusta, Columbus, College Park. 
Inman Park-and others lead in this 
work. The Atlanta clubs, beside send- 
ing books on application, have. done 
much work in supplying literature to 
charitable institutions in Atlanta. Al- 
most without exception the clubs are 
helping in some form of library activ- 
ity. These facts come out fully in the 
individual reports of clubs. 

Third, The library committee fills 
such calls from schools, communities or 
isolated families as lie within the com- 
mifttee’s power. A call from the Geor- 
gia Normal, at Athens, was responded 
to by '375 reference books. Three hun- 
dred of these were from the Athens 


~. a 


Women's Clab, and 76 from the commit- 
tee. Other donations of money and 
books went to this same college from 
various federated clubs, but the gifts 
were not itemi{zed. 

The large meeting held on Library 
Day in chapel] was quite a recognition 
of the helpfulness of the Federation, 
The meeting was in charge of the 
State Federation brary committee, 
and on the Library Day, which our 
Federation had appointed “in perpetul- 
ty.” In addition to the Normal College 
gift, the committee has sent out about 
600 oks. The committee also lends 
the books bélonging to 6 Ueorgila 
Federation to such clubs @s apply. 

Suggestions for the Year. 


The committee most earnestly asks 
thet every club celebrate Library Day 
the 224 of February—by special gifts 
of books on that éccasion. “There is a 
time for everything under the sun’— 
let us not forget our day. Let each 


‘club aid the schools im its vicinity, te 


have some form of entertainment (such 
as a book shower, for instance), with a 
view to collecting materials for schoo) 
libraries. 

It has been suggested by a member 
of the central committee that we also 
make special éffort to introduce the 
“story-telling hour” in the country 
schools. Tén dollars and some suitable 
books were at once given by the execu- 
tive board. To aid in this very popu- 
lar exercise, it is suggested that we 
furnish books stiitable for such pur- 
pose to teachers whe are willing to 
take part in the new enterprise. We 
call it new, but it is but a revival of 
the oldest form of téaching—Iinstance, 
“The Songs of Homer.” 

The previous year reported asearly 
12,000 books in use through the effort 
of club women. So many of this 
year’s club reports consisted in money, 
s6me for bioks, some for reading rooms 
and for librarians, that no exact fig- 
ures can be given. It is, however, 4 
conservative statement to make, that 
there has been more work, more gifts 
and more system used thig year than 
ever before.

™ust be studied together if we wish to 
thoroughly understand these relations. 
At this point, therefore, it is best to

_ fol] until after we have arrived_at a 
+ @errect Knowledge of the plants that we 

are to. raise. 
Composition of Plants. 


Our first step in a study of plents ts 
to arrive at a knowledge of their com- 
Position. While plants, like soils, are 
very variable in the quantities of. the 
different substances of which they are 
composed, yet the same substances are 
found in nearly all plants. 

If we take a growing plant from the 
earth and leave it exposed to the sun 
for a number of days we will find that 
it has lost a very considerable portion 
of its, weight, caused by the evaporation 
of water. If, after this loss ceases, we 
grind the plant to powder and heat this 
Powder at the temperature of boiling 
water, we will find that it still loses a 
certain amount of weight. ‘The per- 
centage of water to dry matter varies, 
of course, with the kind of plant, be- 
ing as great as 90 per cent in the tur- 
nip, and even our hardest woods con- 
tain large quantities of moisture when 
growing, If we now burn the plant we 
will find that there is enly a very small 
residue. The chemists tell us that part 
of the weight of the plant that has been 
driven off by the heat consists of ni- 
trogen and carbon. In the turnip this 
constitutes 7.3 per cent; 24 per cent of 
this, or .18 per cent of the weight of 
the whole plant, consists of nitrogex.. 
After burning, we have a small residue 
known as the ash. This as8h represents 
6.4 per cent of the total weight of the 
plant. Now, of what does this ash con- 
sist?

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A comparison of this with the 
eubstances found in soils will show a 
very close correspandence. It is evi- 
dent that the plants have obtained 
these substances from the soll. But, 
after all, the gubstances so obtained con- 
Stitute, exclusive of water, only a very 
Small per cent of the total weight of the 
plant. The ash represents only 6.4 per 
cent of the total weight of the plant, 
while 7.3 per cent of that weight con- 
sists of carbonic acid and nitrogen. In- 
vestigations have shown that of this 
“amount the nitrogen is obtained from 
the soll, while the carbonic acid is fixed 
from the air, 
Structure and Composition of Seeds. 


In a study of how the plant obtaine 
the material of which it is composed, 
and the functions of the different parts, 
let us begin at the beginning—the seed. 
Telke any ordinary seed—a pea or bean 
ig probably the best, and carefully open 
eame lengthwise. Wven with the naked 
eye we can see that in the center there 
is a little thing we call the germ. 
germ is in truth nothing but a Minia- 
ture plant, embedded in a mass of mat- 
ter. This surrounding material we find 
to be chdefly starch and gubstances con- 
taining nitrogen. The seed is really a 
small plant, with a supply of ready- 
prepared plant food. The object of 
this food is t nourish the young plant 
until it is able to take care of itself. 


Germination and Growth of Seed. 


To awaken this young plant to life 
requires certain conditions of moisture, 
the proper temperature, and free access 
of air. When all of these are right a 
miracie is performed, and the dead is 
brought to life. The seed splits open 
at one edge, and stealing out from it 
comes a littie thread destined to be- 
come the root. A few dgwys more and 
the stem appears. Pxercising a power 
which, tf measured, would prove tre- 
mendous, this little stem pushes up- 
ward, in the case of the bean, bearing 
with it two halves of the seed unti! 
it reaches the sun and air. In a short 
while the stem appears, then the 
leaves, and presently these halves of 
the seed wither and drop off we 
have a perfect plant, consisting of roots, 
stem end leaves. Up to this time the 
plant’ has been nourished by food pre- 
pared by the parent and stored in the 
seed. This supply is now exhausted, 
and the little seedling myst shift for 
itself. Until now its food has been in 
an organized form, such as etarch and 
@ eubstance called protein, but neither 
tn the air nor soil do we find either 
of these substances. We do find plenty 
of nitrogen and carbon—the material 
which they are composed. This new

materials and manufacture them 
into food. 
How Plants Feed. 


Nature has equipped it well for this 
se.

Thei 
surfaces are covered with breathi 
pores, through which air enters. Ani- 
Mmalg take from the air they breathe 
its oxygen, white the plants, on the 
contrary, fix the carbonic acid of the 
air and exhale oxygen. 


Sources of Plant Food. 


Many experiments and examinations 
have proven that plants obtain of all 
the substances of which they are com- 
posed, only carbon from the air; the 
rest, including nitrogen, can only be 
taken in through their roots. We have 


further seen that this.food can only be; 


taken in when it is dissolved in water, 
Weater then becomes one of the most 
important elements in the growth of 
Plants. It not only enters into the 
composition of the plant itself, but is 
an absolute essential as a carrier of 
other elements. Estimates upon the 
quantities of water us.-d by plants are 
truly astonishing. While this varies 
somewhat with the plant and the cH- 
mate, yet it is a safe estimate that for 
every pound of dry matter formed in 
its growth the corn plant evaporates 
300 pounds of water through its leaves. 
A crop of corn, therefore, yielding 20 
bushels of Fic. ek oe acre would requlre 
something Hke 80,000 gallons of water. 
This is equivalent to nearly 3 inches of 
rainfall. 

Since plants can absorb moisture, 
nitrogen and ash ingredients only 
through their roots, the fertility of the 
soil must be largely dependent upon its 
behavior in’ regard to these elements. 
We have seen that soil contains nearly 
all) the elements that are needed by 
plants. We have learned also thet, 
while only a small proportion of the 
solidg of which a plant is composed are 
obtained from the earth, yet those ma- 
terials, together with water, are abso- 
lutely essential. 


Relation of Soil to Moisture. 


Since water is the most important fac- 
tor, let us consider the sofl in relation 
to this substance. That solls vary very 
considerably in their supply of this ele- 
ment is well known. On the other hand, 
we all know that we can have too much 
moisture. Our first definition Of soll 
was that it was a mass of extremely 
small stones. Now, the size of these soil 
grains Plays a very important part in 
the capacity of the soil to hold mois- 
ture. Again referring te our micro- 
scope, we find that while these soll! 
grains come in actual contact in many 
places, yet at the same time there is con- 
siderable separation, and there is con- 
Sideradle space between them. You can 
fill a glass with marbles until it is run- 
ning over, then pour a lot of ehot upon 
them and ‘they, too, will go into the 
glass; lastly pour water into the glass 
and it will surprise many how much the 
@laes will hold. Just as the water and 
the shot occupy the spaces between the 
marbles, so is water held in soils. Now 
empty the water bavk into the vessel 
from which it came, being careful not to 
spill any, and no matter how careful 
you are, you will not a as much pack, 
drain it as you may. hat has become 
of it? Examine the shot and marbles 
carefully and you will find them cov- 
ered with a very thin film of moisture 
that: cannot be removed except‘by wip- 
ing or heating. This adherent moisture 
is known as hydroscopic moisture. 
Water is held in solis in two way. First, 
that filling the spaces between the soil 
srains, known as water of saturation, 


This ; 


and that adhering to the grains them- 
selves, know as hydroscopic moisture. 
Now we will learn a little later that 
air is necessary to a fertile soil. A soil 
that has its pores filled with saturation 
is to be avoided. Plants feed upon the 
hydroscopic moisture and since water 
is so essenttad, the more of this a goil 
comtains the better. Since this is the 
case, the sige of the soi] grains is a 
very important consideration, Mani- 
festly the smaller these grains, the more 
moisture will be at the disposal of the 
plants. This is true only to a certain 
extent, however. If the soil grains are 
too small then they will lie so close to- 
heme that their ourface will be :re- 
uced. 


Effect of Vegetable Matter Upon 
Soil Moisture. 


In our microscopic é¢xamination of soil, 
besides the grain we found a quantity 
of vegetatie matter. This vegetabie 
matter gids the soll very much in hold- 
ing moisture. ~ It acts like a sponge 
holding the moisture and supplying it to 
the plants as needed. 


Capillarity of Soils, 


There is stiH another phase of soil 
moisture that must be considered. In 
our marble experiment the water was 
stopped by the sides and bottom of the 
glass. If, instead of this, a vessel with 
perforated sides and bottom tawve beeh 
used, a large quentity would have es-— 
caped. There would have been more 
retained, however, than adhered to the 
grains. Many do the ces between 
the grains would be found filled with 
water, even after it had ceased to drip. 
These little spaces have formed what 
is known as capillary tubes, an! these 
tubes are holding the water. Those of 
you who have studied physics, know 
Something about capiliarity. It 4s the 
Same power that causes the water in a 
glass to climb a little way up the sides. 
Again it ig capillary power that causes 
the oil to rise in the wick and feed 
the flame of our lamp. 

This capillary power of soils is very 
important, especially in times of dry 
weather. We have seen that plants re- 
quire very large quantities of wa‘ter— 
more than actually falle upon the 
ground while they growing. We 
know further, even if sufficient mois- 
ture did fall in the forg of rain during 
this time, that large quantities, vary- 
ing with the kind of soil amd the rapid- 
ity of precipitation, run off the surface. 
Where, then, does the extra supply for 
plants come from? 

Dig down into any arable soil. even 
in the dryest weather, and sooner or 
later we will find a strata that is sat- 
urated with water, as shown by the 
water running into the hole. A portion 
of the rain faHing upon the soil soaks 
in. The force of srayvit? causes a large 
percentage of this moisture to descend 
through the epaces between the soi) 
grains, until it finally reaches an im- 
a strata. There ft remains until

In 
some soille and at some time of the 
year this water table may be very near 
or even at the surface. In such soils, | 
drainage is necessary.

gins“Tfrom the surface at 
moisture gt the surface is removed, 
either by evaporation or by plants, these 
capillary tubes of the soil brin up 
water from the water table to take its 
place. The rapidity with which this is 
done varies largely with the size and 
n of capillary tubes as influenced 
by the soil grains. Thus the soil 
stores up moisture during ‘times of 
abundance, to be gradually pumped 
back to supply later deficienties. 


In Dry , Weather. é

In times of dry weather if these 
capillary tubes continue to the surface 
the moisture will evaporate and be jost. 
On the other hand, if they are broken . 
up by stiring the soll, the latter then 
becomes a sponge and absorbes water, . 
hence soils sh be stirred frequently 
at their surface in times of dry weather 
to save moisture. One stirring is not

Methods of Influencing Soil Moist- 
ure. 


Stirring and plowing are evidently. 
ways of correcting the defects. But 
this is not .always sufficient. The 
coarse grain soils can be improved by 
causing them to He closer. Very fine- 
grained soils can be improved by caus- 
‘ing a number of them to stick together 
forming larger grains. In the latter 
case lime is very often ‘effective. The 
fine s0ils are generally clays. Lime 
acts upon clay, causing the finer parti- 
cles to stick tagether, or flacculate, as 
it is called. Stir clay into a giass of 
water and allow it to settle. No mat- 
ter how much time is given it, the 
water will always remain cloudy. The 
particles of clay are #o fine that they 
remain suspended in the water. Now 
pour a semall quantity of lime water 
into a glass and stir it. In a few min- 
utes the clay will disappear and the 
water will become perfectly clear. The 
lime has cleared the small particles 
that were held in suspension. to stick 
togéther, and so the water was no 
longer able to carry them. Lime acté 
in just this way upon fine soils. 

But the most universal remedy at our 
disposal for improving the water- 
holdin power of soils is humus or 
vegetable matter. By incorporating It 
with a coarse soil we supply, as it were 
a spomge for holding moisture, and at 
the same time reduce the gize of the 
capillary fubes so that this soil is able 
to pump up more moisture from the 
water table. On the other hand, humus 
acts on fine soils very much like lime, 
causing the fime particles to stick to-
